A diligent search mu.st b e made for hidden 
American money and for tax evaded possessions ab road.

6. GATT cannot b e permitted to control the Ameri­

WASHINGTON - John F Ken­ 
nedy could still make a great 
President. 
Only 
a 
professional 
partisan would wish him to fail. 
Vet, if Mr. Kennedy fails in the 
present crisis, the country ’s econ­ 
omy will fail, too. He has a 
chance to save it from a fate 
worse than the nation encoun­ 
tered in the 1930s. But he is 
floundering. He is surrounded b y 
inexperienced though well-mean­ 
ing advisers. The outlook, there­ 
fore, is not good, and the sooner 
the President learns how to re­ 
verse his course and move for­ 
ward, the quicker the whole sit­ 
uation will improve. 
What can the President do that 
he is not now doing? 
First, it is es.sential that all 
luxury ' spending b y the govern­ 
ment — all .so-called "welfare” 
items, for example, that are nor­ 
mally attractive from a political 
viewpoint — b e postponed and ex­ 
penditures confined to ab solute 
necessities. 
Second, it Is essential that all 
spending in the foreign field that 
is not ab solutely necessary 
in 
carry ing on the cold war b e de­ 
ferred, This will help materially 
to solve the prob lem of cutting 
down the flow- of American gold to 
foreign countries, which is jeop­ 
ardizing the future value of the 
dollar. And it is time for the pros­ 
perous nations of Western Europe 
to do more to help on the econom­ 
ic side in the cold war. 
Third, it is essential that the 
confusion ab mit taxes b e cleared 
up at once. An "across-the-b card” 
cut in taxes with increases in 
other rates to offset 
losses 
in 
revenue, as the President propos­ 
ed the other day , is a mistake. 
The complexity of the sub ject 
means a delay in the enactment 
of selected tax changes that are 
really 
imperative and demand 
immediate attention — not next 
y ear b ut right now. 
Fourth, much of the so-called 
“tax reform" program, involving 
changes in long-accustomed way s 
of doing b usiness and conducting 
persona! 
spending, 
should 
b e 
po.stponed at least until recovery 
is here. To the cry that "The 
Treasury needs the money ,” the

answ'er can b e given that a huge 
increase in revenues from b oth 
individuals and corporations will 
come quickly as 
a 
prosperous 
economy , with full employ ment, 
emerges. Henc“e, this is not the 
time to reconstruct 
the

there are certain inequities which 
need sooner or later to b e cor­ 
rected. 
Fifth, it is essential that the 
American economy b e made ready 
at once to compete in world m ar­ 
kets. This means for at least a 
y ear or two a self-imposed re­ 
straint b y lab or on any sub stantial 
increases in industry ’s wage co.sts. 
It means, also, that American in­ 
dustry b e given at once an incen­ 
tive to b uy new machinery and 
equipment, and that the rules of 
taxation involving what are known 
as 
"depreciation 
reserves"

freed from all of the discouraging 
restrictions that make it impossi­ 
b le to plan over the next five 
y ears for the investment of cor- 


porate funds in the moderniza­ 
tion of plant. The "investment 
credit” of 8 per cent, which the 
administration has proposed, is 
grossly inadequate and narrow in 
its application. 
Sixth, it is essential that the 
President lie surrounded b y more- 
experienced advi.sers. He should 
si^lect a council of at least ten 
of the most successful b usiness­ 
men in the country to sit with him 
regularly and advise him on all 
m atters that affect the economy . 
They need not all b e "m oderates” 
or hand-picked friends of the ad­ 
ministration. Some of the adminis­ 
tration’s most vehement critics 
should b e included so they will 
have a chance to argue directly 
with the President.

cently and wondered ab out the 
heavy traffic, it wasn’t just y our

What’s more, b ecause of im­ 
provements m some roads and 
b ridges, the increase is not spread

The unusual part of the situa­ 
tion is that while traffic is up 10 
per cent, the numb er of autos in 
the metropolitan area is up only 
8 8 per cent. This means that car 
owners, on average, are driving 
more this y ear than la.st 
Traffic experts, wondering why 
this is so, are inclined to the 
b elief that the elimination of trol­ 
ley cars and their replacement 
b y b uses cause more workers to

A tacit agreement existed between East and 
West to accept the Berlin status quo for the 
present and let the tension die down. 
Now 
Khrushchev has suddenly broken that agree­ 
ment. He complains of “subversive” and “fas­ 
cist” and “provocative” activities by West Berlin­ 
ers and says Russia will not tolerate them. 
He had thought that the Berlin wall would 
solve the problem of the escape of East Germans. 
It hasn't. It has aroused increasing resentment 
in West Berlin, too. West Berlin police have even 
shot at Vopos cops who fired into West Berlin. 
All this Khrushchev finds intolerable. He de­ 
mands anew the removal of Western occupation 
forces from West Berlin.

Foreign aid m ust be cut to the bone because 
we are running out of funds to aid countries which do 
not need aid and do not know how to use our aid; 


3. 
T axes m ust he cut im m ediately both for cor­ 
porations and individuals to stim ulate econom ic activity 
and to restore a g re ater respect for the paym ent of 
taxes; postponem ent to April 1964 will not help m uch 
now;

the A dm inistration in its foreign negotiations:

We cannot afford to go on playing tiddlyw inks 
with Soviet R ussia or with any other country which 
seeks to destroy us, O ur w eapons m ust be sharp and 
sw ift. 
Action along these lines will restore confidence. 
Inaction m akes for confusion and confusion adds to 
fear. 
The P resid en t’s econom ic advisers m ay know 
econom ics but not the psychology of the A m erican 
people. The cu rre n t recession is psychological and m ust 
be treated that way. 


In his Yale speech. President Kennedy sought to 
restore confidence but he spoke to the Yale faculty 
not to the country and the Yale faculty, while un­ 
doubtedly erudite, is not enough of an audience to 
matter. For instance, the President treats the loss 
of confidence, which sent the stock market tumbling, 
as due to myth—the perpetuation of myths. He said: 


“ In recent m onths m any have com e to feel as I do 
that the dialogue betw een the p arties—betw een business 
and governm ent—betw een the G overnm ent and the pub­ 
lic—is clogged by illusion and platitude and fails to 
reflect the true realities of contem porary A m erican 
society.” 
He also said: 
“ Mythology d istracts us everyw here—in governm ent 
as in business, in polities as in econom ics, in foreign 
affairs as in dom estic a ffairs.” 
But that is not quite the whole story. Money rushes 
tow ard profits and runs aw ay from losses. T hat is the 
n atu re of the critter. T here is no m yth about this. To 
restore confidence, the President needs to assure those 
who work at the m echanism called m oney that they 
will not be harassed, that they will have a fair chance 
to do their jobs, to earn a profit, and to rebuild th eir 
plants and equipm ent. Those assurances do not ap p ear 
in the P resid en t’s speech in clear-cut. clarion tones, 
although a sym pathetic person can say that that is w hat 
he understands the P resident m eans. 


But the sympathetic person does not count as 
much as the unsympathetic person, particularly the 
frightened person who lost money in the stock 
market and still does not understand why. 
There can be no question but that President 
Kennedy has come to the Presidency at a very hard 
time. 
All the m istakes of his predecessors have 
fallen into his lap. Those are the fortunes of politics. 
He fares a tough age and out of it he will em erge 
either a hero or a frightened man. The choice is his. 


The President is entitled to support in any effort 
to save our currency, to make it possible to renew plant 
and equipment and to achieve full employment. 
But 
his program needs to be understood 
A m erican business­ 
men p refer to support their P resident rath er than to 
oppose him.
